SENATOR BACON DIES 


Georgia’s R epresentative in Up­ 
per House Passes Away. 


Age d Solon Suc c umbs Afte r a n Illne s s 
of Ma ny W e e k s— Public Fu­ 
ne ra l Tue s da y . 


Washington, Feb. 16.— Senator Au­ 
gustus O. Bacon of Georgia, President 
Wilson’s right hand in the législatifs 
branch of the government, particularly 
in shaping the foreign affairs of the 
nation, died suddenly in a hospital in 
consequence of a blood clot in the 
heart. 
He was the first United States sen­ 
ator elected by direct vote of the peo­ 
ple under the seventeenth constitu­ 
tional amendment. 
Though Senator Bacon had been se­ 
riously ill with kidney trouble and 
complications developing from a brok­ 
en rib, his death was unexpected. 
It 
came suddenly at two o’clock in the 
afternoon. 
The immediate cause was 
diagnosed as a blood clot in the heart. 
Mr. Bacon’s death was a shock to 
his colleagues. 
Arrangements were 
made for a public funeral to be held 
in the senate chamber next Tuesday 
afternoon, to be attended by the sen­ 
ate and house of representatives, the 
president and his cabinet, justices of 
the Supreme court, members of the 
diplomatic corps, the admiral of the 
navy and chief of staff of the army. 
This committee, 
together with 
a 
committee from the 
house of 
repre­ 
sentatives, will accompany the body 
of the late senator to Georgia Tues­ 
day night. 
In the death of Senator Bacon Pres­ 
ident Wilson loses one of his chief ad­ 
visers on foreign affairs. 
Mr. Wilson, 
on learning the news, said: 
“ My association with Mr. Bacon has 
been of the most cordial and, to me. 
helpful sort. 
I particularly profited 
by his experience In foreign affairs.” 
The successor to Senator Bacon as 
chairman of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee probably will be Senator W il­ 
liam J. Stone 
of Missouri, 
ranking 
Democrat on the committee.
